the canal itself as well as upon the speed 
and the size and number of vessels paus- 
ing through it, must render the canal 
far less valuable. 


"Assuming that the present 
tonnage 


through Suez of say 10,000,000 tons per 
year would pass through 
the Panama 


canal, oven at a dollar a ton there would 
be" he said, "an approximate income of 
$'10,000.000 which is sufficient to justify 
on expenditure of $.100^000.000." The lat- 
ter figures he deemed ample to construct 
the sea level canal.. As to the additional 
time involved Mr, Wallace predicted that 
upon LI basis of rrasonable energy and 
the UKp of proper'business methods of 
administration, a sea-level canal can be 
fully completed in ten, or to l>e entirely 
safe, say twelve years, and n lock canal, 
even if only sixty foet above sea level 
would require nnly tliroe years less."

MOODY ASKS PENALTIES 


His Speech Against Packers In- 


terpreted as a Demand 


for Punishment. 


CHICAGO, March 20.—''Upon the ques- 


tion whether immunity can be conferred 
on corporations as well as individuals I 
shall »»y little, and I care less. 


"The government of the 'United States 


is too inueli in earnest in this prosecu- 
tion to be deterred to the pursuit of a 
nerveless, senseless, soulless creation of 
the lav.-. 


"If wrong has been committed we are 


seeking the punishment of the men who 
committed the wrong—the- living, breath- 
ing human beings. The government of 
the United States nnd the people of the 
United States will be satisfied with no 
less than that." 


The foregoing words were uttered yes- 


terday afternoon by William H. Moody, 
attorney general of the. United States, in 
a plea iu the beef trust "immunity" ease. 


-Mr. iloody has been present during 


the lafit week in the federal court here, 
where the packers' case is on hearing be- 
fore Judge J. Otis Humphrey. That his 
presence hero denoted the determination 
of the government to bring the accused 
packers to actual trial has been clear, 
and every person interested in the case 
has awaited the time when he should 
present his arguments to the court. ' 


To the audience in the court room the 


words of the attorney general meant a 
demand for imprisonment or at lenst ad- 
equate punisment of the indicted men. 


He declared that his appearance at the 


bar of the court was unusual and almost 
unprecedented, hut that the law gave 
him the right to appear, find.after much j 
deliberation he believed it to be his duty 
to do so. 


WILL OVERTHROW DECISIONS. 
Justification, he said,.not only .would 


be found in. the importance of the pres- 
ent ease, but in the fact.that,if immun- 
ity be conferred upon the defendants on 
the ground upon which it had been .claim- 
ed, it would overthrow the legal' interpre- 
tations of the government for almost 
twenty years and would cripple the gov- 
ernment in its present attempts to en- 
force the laws. 


"These defendants seem to 
have a 


strange aversion to the hearing of any 
evidence or any testimony on their guilt. 
They plead that the}' are not guilty in 
answer to the indictment. They do not 
say here that they .are not guilty, but 
they do say, guilty or not, each of their, 
has received a pardon. It is the claim 
of each one of these defendants separate- 
ly that he is to have a pardon, and upon 
ouch of them rests the burden of proof. 
They can not dump nil of the evidence 
and all of their names into a basket and 
then claim immunity for every one."

' It appears that the ''defendants' were 
living on the farm owned by Mrs. Fink. 
In the fall of 1902 Charles Fink sought 
to rent the farm to one Kaul and wished 
to sell him the live stock mortgaged. To 
rent the farm to this man Fink cxplnin- 
ed that the mortgage must be released, 
to which plaintiff consented, provided a 
new note was given by Fink and his 
wife, and it. was then that the note was 
made for the $944.91, and upoil which the 
suit was commenced. 


URGES SEA LEVEL CANAL 


Wallace Says Revenue Would Warrant E*- 


nnnrtitliri>«r »30!).000,OOO. 


WASHINGTON', March 20.—John F. 


Wallace, formerly chief engineer of the 
isthmian canal commission today testi- 
fied before the senate committee concern- 
ing the type of canal to be constructed 
across the isthmus 'of Panama. 
He .was 


asked to state his views and proceed his 
examination with a general statement. 


Mr. Wallace in advocating an approxi- 


mately straight, sea) level canal, of ample 
width and depth'as .'the best type, urged 
that any other plan which places restric- 
tions upon the probable permanency of 
the canal itself as'well as upon the speed 
and the size and number of vessels pass- 
ing through it, must render the canal 
far less valuable. 


"Assuming that the present 
tonnage 


through Suez of gay 10,000,000 tons per 
year would pass through the Panama 
canal, even at a dollar a ton there would 
be" he said, "an approximate income of 
$10,000.000 which is sufficient to justify 
an expenditure of $300^000,000." The lat- 
ter figures' he deemed ample to construct 
the .=ea level canal. As to the additional 
time involved Mr. Wallace predicted that 
upon a basis of reasonable energy and 
the use of proper business methods of 
administration, n. sea-level canal can be 
fully completed in ten, or to l>e entirely 
safe, say twelve years, and n lock canal, 
even if only sixty feet above sea level 
would require only three years less.r) He 
reiterated that increased efficiency could 
be secured if the work were handled by 
'a single contracting firm, unhampered by 
government methods and with every in- 
centive to early completion with possibly 
utilization of two shifts instead of one 
shift of ten hours. 
. Mr. Wallace contended if it was not 
too much to hope that the committee will 
decline to recommend any form of canal 
which is not capable of being in the fu- 
ture transformed1 into a sea level canal 
without undue interference 
with the 


world's traffic or undue additional cost 
that this fact alone should take the rec- 
ommendations of the minority of 
the 


board of consulting engineers and the re- 
commendations of the majority 
of 
the 


isthmian canal commission out of really 
serious consideration. 


M'r. Wallace questioned whether con- 


gress would feel justified in endorsing 
the construction of any dam of large di- 
mensions, retaining a head of water of 
say eighty 7five feet, the foundation of 
which does not extend to bedrock or to 
some equally impermeable and reliable 
strata.

• LONDON, Mo/rch 20.—According to the 
Evening News of this city, telegrams 
were received in London from Algeciras 
today stating that the Moroccan confer- 
ence had reached an agreement satisfac- 
tory to all parties. 


WASHINGTON, March 20—The Wash- 


ington government feels assured in the 
light of dispatches from Angeciras that 
an agreement there is in sight. How Mr. 
White, the American delegate, has been 
responsible for the compromise proposal 
which it is believed will be adopted, ofii- 
cials here, wiD not stay, but European 
diplomats have information that Mr. 
White was the author of the modified 
proposal. 


ALGECffiAS, .Spain", March 20.—Tlie 


Moroccan conference did not hold a ses- 
sion today, but the committee discussed 
the French and Austrian police projects. 
A conciliatory spirit prevailed, but no 
definite conclusion was reached and .the 
discussion went over until tomorrow.

developments have occurred. 


BOTH SIDES TO YIELD. 


BERLIN, March 20, 5:57 p. m.—Herr 


Von Iladowitz and Count Von Tatten- 
baeh, the German representatives at Al- 
geciraR, have been instructed by th« for- 
eign office here, provided France meets 
the German views on the question of the 
Moroccan bank to yield on the police 
question to the extent of giving up Casa 
Blanea as the headquarters of the inspec- 
tor general, but retaining a neutral in- 
spectorship with real powers o-f control 
over the police. Previous advices from 
Algeciras ha.ve been acceptable to France. 
Therefore, although no dispatches have 
been received from. Algeciras today, the 
foreign ofQce here ie convinced that a 
settlement is in immediate prospect. 


EUSSIA STILL FRANCE'S ALLY. 
PARIS, March 20.—Owing to reports 


that Russia wus wavering in her alleg- 
iance to France at AJgecirag the Russian 
ambassador here, M. Nelidoff today de- 
livered to Foreign Minister Borgeois a 
copy of a dispatch which Foreign Minis- 
ter Lamsdorff has just sent to Count 
Cassini, the Russian representative at 
Algeciras, 
declaring that.there is no 


truth in the statement that Russia had 
counselled Frnncc to accept the Austrian 
plan or had advised her to conlicie the 
control of the police at Casablanca to a 
neutral power. The dispatch added: 


"Tlie imperial government has never 


ceased and never will cease to act to- 
wards France as a faithful ally, desiring 
thus to promote a successful solution." 


CANCER OF THE TONGUE 


Renewal of the Symptoms Gives 


Rise to Report Stomach 


is Affected. 


NEW YORK, March 20.—The Evening 


Post today says: 


"Confirmation was obtained today of 


statements that William Rockefeller in 
suffering from cancer, but not of the. vir- 
ulent type reported. It was Jearned>that 
Mr. Rockefeller was advised by his phy- 
sicians last fall to go abroad because of 
a cancerous growth at the base of the 
tongue, which for the past two or throe 
years has been causing more or less trou- 
ble. The recent reports of hb illness are 
attributed to probable renewal of the' 
symptoms previously displayed. 


In quarters usually well informed as to 


the interests of Mr. Rockefeller no nlarm 
was expressed today over the reports of 
his illness. It was intimated that in 
view of the pending Standard Oil investi- 
gations it was thought best for Mr.

xiety France shall not win all its points 
will be the real winner after all. France 
asserts the principle that her special in- 
terests in Morocco entitles her to con- 
trol the banking and police interests, in 
other words, France cla-ims her interests 
in Morocco are such, and she is thereby 
entitled to special rights. 


With this principle successfully estab- 


lished there is, of course, no reason why 
such principle may not be applied just 
as well by any one country to another 
country. Morocco is merely an incident. 
For instance, Germany, so the story goe,=i, 
may Inter on apply this principle to Hol- 
land and.grab the immensely rich little 
kingdom. There is no difference in the 
application, ,n.s France may find out. 
When any one country may enforce its 
practical protectorate over another, as 
.France is at work to do in.Morocco, then 
equally France or any country may pro- 
coed to do the same with any territory 
it wants to assimilate. 
If nations were 


strong enough they might combine and 
do precisely. the same thing with our 
own country, for the vast extent of for- 
eign investments made in the United 
States by foreigners and tho many thou- 
sands of foreigners here not citixenized, 
but in business, would give the necessary 
excuse. 


It may be our delegation in Morocco 


conferences arc- more interested preserv- 
ing « strict neutral attitude than in try- 
ing to solve international puzzles and 
bizarre effects, and therefore may not 
possibly consider this great point of spe- 
cial interests entitling to special rights. 
Is this to be the little joker in European 
diplomacy later on? Will it bo the 
means through which Germany may take 
Holland under the eyes of Europe or any 
government establishing practical pro- 
tectorates with annexation later on with 
anv other countrv envied?

The charge 
against Sprigga is abduction. His arrest 
followed a raid-upon his place, during an 
investigation of ' the 
so-called 
"white 


slave" evil by tHe district attorney's of- 
fice. The Warren woman claims to have 
escaped from the house the day before 
the raid was made. Several other white 
VFomen and a number of negroes were 
(aken by the police when the raid %ras 
made. 


She said she was lured to Spriggs' 


house in February, 1905, while she was 
intoxicated. Her clothing was taken 
from her, she said, and she was held a 
prisoner until she succeeded in making 
her escape last July. During her stay.at 
the house, according to her story," all 
doors and windows were barred, and the 
only clothing g'iv^h her consisted o'f one 
garment. She was forced to associate 
with the negro..men who frequented the. 
house and when she complained of her 
treatment, Spriggs.beat her. On one oc- 
casion, she said,, Spriggs struck her in 
the face and k'rtocked out two of 
her 


teeth. She snicVifehat she was compelled 
to drink liquor and that all the money 
she obtained was' 'taken from 
her 
by 


Spriggs. 


She escaped from the place by breaking 


a lock with an ice pick which she found 
in the cellar. That night she spent in 
the back room of a barroom in 
the 


neighborhood and when she returned to 
Spriggs place the next morning for her

Testimony corroborating that given by 


Hattie Warren and Cora Chester yester- 
day in the trial of Robert Spriggs, negro 
proprietor of a- resort where it is alleged 
white women were detained against their 
will, wag given at today's session of the 
trial of Henry Berbenioh, a policeman. 
Berbenich was one of the 
ojficere 
who 


raided the Spriggs' place on July 28 last 


The pou'ceman found three other white 


women in,the house. Their clothing waa 
locked up in a closet which ho was unable 
to open until he broke the door with an 
iron bar. The women told him they had 
tried to g-ct the. clothes before, but hnd 
been unable to do so. 


Spriggs then testified. He said he first 


met Hattie Warren in a house of ill-re- 
pute in New York in 1899 and that she 
came to his house in the following year. 
He declared that he had not induced hor 
to come there, that he never imprisoned 
her there, that she often went out dur- 
ing the day, and came back at 
night. 


Spriggs declared that he hnd nothing, 
more to do with the conduct of the place 
than to rent the rooms to women and col- 
lect the rent from them. The tenants he 
said, were all white.
